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Osco Drug to 
locate at 
McNamara Tire

An Everett developer is under 
agreement to purchase the Main 
Street-Route 129 intersection lot 
which has been occupied for the past 
four decades by McNamara Tire. 
His plans? To build an Osco Drug 
store next to Mancini's Restaurant. 

“What we intend to do is tear 
down McNamara Tire and make a 
Cohesive development between my 
Property and the property next 
door," Tom Kennedy, of Kennedy 
Development Group, Inc., said 
Tuesday. "I think it's a great 
location for an Osco." 

The buildings will not be attached 
but will share common parking. 
Kennedy will also purchase a small 
strip of land from the Mancini's lot. 

"We're just doing our layout and 
design ... we still haven't proceeded 
forward with our approval process 
to date, which will begin shortly" 
Kennedy said. "I think it's an 
excellent intersection area and [the 
development] will cleanup the area 


and bring revenue plus jobs." 

Kennedy Development anticipates 
obtaining the approvals over the 
next several months and hopes to 
begin construction in April of next 
year. 

Kennedy said the development 
will feature’ uniform landscaping 
and a revamped parking scheme, 
with the main access to both 
establishments coming through the 
lights at the intersection. He also 
said his firm intends to redo 
curbings and sidewalks at the site 
and provide a indirect lighting 
design for the entire parking lot. 

“We're going to dress the arca 
up," he said. "The building there is 
kind of tired." 

Several attempts to reach Ray 
McNamara Tuesday and Wednesday 
were unsuccessful, but McNamara 
did have his entire parcel of land on 
Main Street rezoned to General 
Business status through an article at 
the April 1994 Annual Town 
Meeting.

Fire guts McDonald Road home

Wilmington Firefighters re- 
sponded quickly Monday morning 
and knocked down a McDonald 
Road house fire in 15 minutes, but 
not before flames spread 
throughout the split-level home, 
causing extensive structural 
damage. Nobody was hurt, though 
one of the occupants was taken to 
Winchester Hospital Family 
Medical Center in Wilmington for 
precautionary reasons. 

Fire started in the basement of the 
Clark residence, at 63 McDonald 
Rd., after the delayed ignition of an 
oil-fired water heater, according to 
Fire Chief Daniel Stewart. 

Stewart said that when the 
thermostat is turned up, oil in such a 
unit is sprayed into a chamber to be 
ignited by a spark. When that spark 
is delayed, an excess of oil can build 
up, as happened in the Clark's 
heater Monday. The result, once 
the ignition came, was a ball of fire

that spread to nearby combustibles 
in the basement. 

The fire caused extensive damage 
to the basement area of the home, 
the first floor kitchen area, the 
backyard’deck area and the attic, 
before being declared officially out 
at 1:30, Stewart said. 

The hou three occupants all 
left the building after being alerted 
by a smoke detector. Then,. the 
Lowell Red Cross took over, 
“assisting greatly,” Stewart said, 
noting that the Red Cross can 
provide food, shelter, clothing and 
even medication in such crises. 
Town Manager Michael Caira was 
also on the scene, offering help to 
the fire victims, according to 
Stewart. 

While North Reading and 
Tewksbury Firefighters assisted 
Wilmington's crew, Reading fire 
personnel watched: the Wilmington 
station, and all through a new, 
programmed “running card

system," used for the first time in 
Wilmington Monday. 

Stewart said the system, which 
replaces the need for radio contact 
to coordinate coverage, is 
programmed to provide maximum 
fire coverage based on geographical 
analysis. 

"It helps streamline the 
operation,” Stewart said. 

Another first for Wilmington 
Firefighters was the use of large 
diameter hose, which Stewart 
reported "worked very well.” 

Although smoke detectors worked 
in the Clark home Monday, Chief 
Stewart would like to remind all 
Wilmington residents to check their 
smoke detectors. He further hopes 
that all citizens using fuel-fired 
heating appliances, such as oil 
burners, gas burners, or wood 
burning stoves will have those units

*Tax returns should be saved 
forever, but supporting documents 
usually can be tossed three years 
after the filing date. The IRS can't 
audit beyond that, unless they have 
evidence to support a suspicion of 
fraud. 

“On your investments, save all 
trade confirmations and dividend- 
reinvestment statements to prove 
cost bases. But you can’ toss 
monthly statements from brokers 
and mutual funds as long as the 
annual statement shows all 
transactions. Save annual 
statements forever. If you inherit 
assets, save records that document 
your basis. 

*Save IRA records, especially 
for non-deductible contributions. 

*Save real estate documents such 
as the title on your-home, deed of 
purchase, mortgage contract, sales 
contract and receipts for capital 
improvements to minimize taxes 
on capital gains when you sell. 

*Keep receipts for jewelry, furs 
and other big ticket items for 
insurance claims or proof of 
casualty loss values.

Has the lawsuit tidal wave finally crested? Hopefully so. 

President Clinton recently signed into law an act limiting the 
liability of aircraft manufacturers. Under the new law, a maker of 
airplanes can no longer be sued for defects in workmanship if the 
plane is 18 years of age or older. 

While that change may sound trivial, it is actually a major victory 
for aircraft makers and a setback for trial lawyers. 

Under the previous statutes, a maker of airplanes could be sued 
for defective workmanship no matter how old the airplane. If you 
were flying a 1938 Piper Cub, for example, your estate could sue 
Piper if the plane crashed and you died. Ridiculous. Claiming a 
fault in workmanship on a 1976 car would be. difficult, but trial 
lawyers found a gold mine with airplanes. There are incidents of 
crashes that were caused by pilot error, beyond any doubt, but the 
trial lawyer was able convince the jury that at least a tiny portion of 
the blame fell upon the maker of the plane, and of course they have 
deep pockets. Big settlements. 

A few years ago, American aircraft manufacturers turned out 
over 12,000 light planes per year. Cessna, Mooney, Beech, Piper, 
take your pick, all were (and still are) superb flying machines. 
Today, American firms turn out fewer than 1,000 airplanes per 
year, industry-wide, and the loss of jobs in the aircraft industry has 
been appalling. The engine is still the most expensive part of an 
aircraft, but now the second most expensive item is the liability 
insurance to protect the maker against damage claims. 

Liability reform is badly needed. Damage payments in the tens or 
even hundreds of millions are awarded, year after year, often for 
the most ridiculous and trivial of reasons. That money has to come 
from somewhere, and ultimately the consumer bears the cost. 

Another downside is that common sense is being eroded. Nobody 
is at fault for their own mistakes, if the blame can be fixed some- 
where else. Anybody who owns a swimming pool, no matter how 
well the pool is protected, is betting their mortgage that no drunk 
teen or other intruder will fall in and drown. Barbed wire and a 
guard dog might not be enough to stop a sharp trial lawyer from 
laying the blame on the homeowner, not the intruder. It's silly. 

Doctors are the hardest hit of all by liability suits. Malpractice 
may be claimed for a host of mistakes, both for sins of commission 
and sins of omission. To protect themselves from liability, doctors 
will call for endless (and expensive) tests even if they are certain of 
their diagnosis. Any guess who pays for those unnecessary tests? 

Trial lawyers argue that they are only seeking justice for those 
who are injured or killed by shoddy workmanship, incompetence, 
and fraud. Perhaps, but they also get one-quarter to one-half of the 

, damage award. In a court award of, say, $30 million to a victim, 
the trial lawyer walks out of court a millionaire. Of course they're 
going to fight liability reform, and they have the money to lobby 
Congress heavily to get their way. The fact that most members of 
Congress are, or were, lawyers further complicates the problem. 

The easing of liability for aircraft makers is a start. Much more 
needs to be done before America can get back to work without the 
constant, nagging fear of bankruptcy brought on by lawsuits.

As a parent, I am gratified by the 
vote of the school committee to add 
a bus to include, among several 
other routes, Nichols Street. I 
would like to personally thank Mr. 
Paul Palizzolo (chairperson of the 
school committee) for his 
tremendous effort once he realized 


better spent on books, computers, 
etc. Therefore, why not consider: 
1. Eliminating busing altogether 
for all students within the one and 
a half miles who have sidewalks or, 
2. Introduce a user fee. If you 
want your child to ride a bus, then 
you would have to pay a certain 
much rather pay to know exactly 


the import of the safety issue, he 
worked tirelessly to resolve this 
situation. 

However, I remain deeply 
troubled by the derisiveness among 
our town officials demonstrated at 
the Sept 13th fincom meeting. In 
way of historical explanation, it 
was Michael McCoy and Michael 
Caira who recommended that the 
school committee approach the 
fincom for emergency funding. 
Yet, it was only after scores of 
calls by parents to the board of 
selectmen that Mr. Hooper, 
chairperson of the fincom, was 
prevailed upon to meet BEF, Their 
regularly scheduled Oct. 11 
meeting. The detailed info that the 
fincom subsequently asked the 
school committee to provide was 
unprecedented and to ask that it be 
provided within three business days 
was unrealistic. Yet, Mr.Palizzolo 
and Ms. O'Donnell did their best in 
the midst of the opening of school 
and Labor Day weekend to pull 
together the info when the finance 
committee meeting was. convened 
there was not a fair interchange, 
but rather an inquisition. 

How can we, as a community, 
elect decent people to serve on the 
school committee (unpaid, mind 
you!), ask them to balance the 
budget in face of staggering 
enrollment and then tum around 
and accuse them of "padding the 
budget" and "“stiffing" the citizens 
of this town? 

I honestly don't understand where 
the money will come from for the 
bus. Every official in town who 
controls finances appears to be 
holding their available funds too 
“close to their chest" to be able to 
make that judgement. Perhaps the 
joint meeting of the school 
committee, chair, the fincom chair 
and the town manager will clarify 
this. I only hope that, as taxpayers, 
we find out the result of that 


meeting. — 

To address the busing issue, I 
think it's time to look at 
alternatives. I know that long term, 
the money spent on buses could be 


where it's going then pay more in - 


taxes and never be quite sure of 
whose budget it ends up in or, 

3. Prevail upon the town and 
police department to begin a study 
of all streets that children must 
traverse to school. Then, long term 
planning for sidewalks, increased 
crossing guards, school escorts etc. 
can begin with the goal of further 
eliminating buses, safety in 
Wilmington is a problem that 
should be tackled as a town not by 
one committee within the town (i.e. 
the school). 

As for Nichols Street, if we do 
get a sidewalk then I believe the 
town should: 

1) make the speed limit 25 mph 
on the entire road 

2) meet with Tewksbury and put 
in a traffic island at the end of 
Brown and Nichols Street. 

3) Eliminate truck traffic on this 
grossly undersized street. 

4) More aggressively monitor 
speeds between 8 and 9 a.m. and 2 
and 3 p.m. 

5) Provide a child safe enclosure 
over the railroad tracks. 

With these changes, I believe it 
would be safe to walk this street 
with my children. I make these 
suggestions in the spirit of being 
Proactive rather than reactive. I 
challenge parents and involved 
citizens in other areas to do the 
same. 

Hopefully, by considering some 

of these suggestions, we can avert 

another “budget, busting busing 
crisis" next year.

President Clinton recently signed into law an act limiting the 

Hiability of aircraft manufacturers. Under the new law, a maker of

While that change may sound trivial, it is actually a major victory 
for aircraft makers and a setback for trial lawyers. 

Under the previous statutes, a maker of airplanes could be sued 
for defective workmanship no matter how old the airplane. If you 
were flying a 1938 Piper Cub, for example, your estate could sue 
Piper if the plane crashed and you died. Ridiculous. Claiming a 
fault in workmanship on a 1976 car would be difficult, but trial 
lawyers found a gold mine with airplanes. There are incidents of 
crashes that were caused by pilot error, beyond any doubt, but the 
trial lawyer was able convince the jury that at least a tiny portion of 
the blame fell upon the maker of the plane, and of course they have 
deep pockets. Big settlements, 

‘A few years ago, American aircraft manufacturers turned out 
over 12,000 light planes per year. Cessna, Mooney, Beech, Piper, 
take your pick, all were (and still are) superb flying machines. 
Today, American firms turn out fewer than 1,000 airplanes per 
year, industry-wide, and the loss of jobs in the aircraft industry has 
been appalling. The engine is still the most expensive part of an 
aircraft, but now the second most expensive item is the liability 
insurance to protect the maker against damage claims. 

reform is badly needed. Damage payments in the tens or 
even hundreds of millions are awarded, year after year, often for 
the most ridiculous and trivial of reasons, That money has to come 
from somewhere, and ultimately the consumer bears the cost. 

Another downside is that common sense is being eroded. Nobody 
is at fault for their own mistakes, if the blame can be fixed some- 
where else. Anybody who owns a swimming pool, no matter how 
well the pool is protected, is betting their mortgage that no drunk 
teen or other intruder will fall in and drown. Barbed wire and a 
guard dog might not be enough to stop a sharp trial lawyer from 
laying the blame on the homeowner, not the intruder. It's silly. 

Doctors are the hardest hit of all by liability suits. Malpractice 
may be claimed for a host of mistakes, both for sins of commission 
and sins of omission. To protect themselves from liability, doctors 
will call for endless (and expensive) tests even if they are certain of 
their diagnosis. Any guess who pays for those unnecessary tests? 

Trial lawyers argue that they are only seeking justice for those 
who are injured or killed by shoddy workmanship, incompetence, 
and fraud. Perhaps, but they also get one-quarter to one-half of the 
damage award, In a court award of, say, $30 million to a victim, 
the trial lawyer walks out of court a millionaire. Of course they're 
going to fight liability reform, and they have the money to lobby 
Congress heavily to get their way. The fact that most members of 
Congress are, or were, lawyers further complicates the problem.

ter blame the propane heater. The 
cause, really, doesn't matter. 

Once the fire started, everything 
was thrown into chaos. 

The residents were safely outside 
by the time firefighters arrived. All 
they could do was stand, awestruck, 
and watch as their dreams went up in 
smoke and flame. 

The fire devastated the cellar of 
the Wright home, destroying every- 
thing. Jim's workshop, the family's 
clothes, all of the things that people 
store in the basement over 31 years 
of family life -- gone to ashes. 

The flames climbed up to the first 
floor, generating such intense heat 
that the TV and telephone melted. 
The antique Philco radio that Jim's 
dad used to listen to the Grand Olde 
Opry, all the Christmas decorations 
-- gone, The children's clothes, the 
dinner plates and silverware -- gone. 

In the aftermath, it was discovered 

that "Inky," the family cat, didn't get 
‘out of the house in time, Also, two 
chameleons were killed inside their 
enclosure, 
|. The two heirloom wedding gowns. 
{The family photo albums. The kid's 
toys. All gone. 
' Firefighters, for all the invaluable 
work they do and the risks they take 
in saving lives, are not subtle, They 
have a job tp,do, and there is no time 
for delicacy while battling a fire. 

Imagine a crew of men and women 
lin heavy boots and coats, stomping 
‘through’ your living room to smash 
out your windows and chop holes in 
your roof, then dousing everything 
f swith hundreds of gallons of water. If 
ithey did that on a “normal” day you 

{would call the police, But during a 
{fire you thank God they've arrived. 
| Still, they do make a nasty mess eveh 
| worse. 
!. The blaze was contained in time at 
the Wright home, so no holes had to 
be opened in the roof. Luckily. In a 
:s house fire, you take whatever good 
‘Stuck comes along, because there will 
* not be much, 
| But there was smoke damage. Lots 
|, of it. The two upper floors suffered 
+, enormous smoke damage. 
Smoke from a house fire is more 
than a nuisance. Thick, choking and 
r filled with the chemical residues of 
burnt clothes and toys and siding, 
house fire smoke is caustic. Every 
wall, every ceiling, every surface in 
| the house that wasn't destroyed by 
| the fire was covered with foul, gray 
smoke residue. Most of what smoke 
touches has to be discarded. 
Finally, after hours of effort, the 
te was out. Pointing fingers at the 
wn over fire hydrants that didn't 
‘ork can come later, but first there 
| was work to be done. 
With help from his son, Jim got 


| the windows boarded up the night of 


thé fire, removing that worry. But 
countless more concerns awaited. 

Before the fire was even out, the 
“vultures” started to appear, as Jim's 
daughter, Janine Crosby, called the 
PAs, or private insurance adjusters. 
These freelance adjusters promise 
full restitution for everything lost, 
fora cut. Janine said they asked the 
police to keep the PAs at bay while 
the fire was being extinguished. 

Jim, however, went through his 
own insurance broker, Mahoney & 
Wright (no relation) whom he said 
was "very helpful" in the aftermath. 
A claims adjuster was summoned, 
and arrived a few days later, to start 
the claim process. 

The insurance adjuster is a regular 
visitor at Wright home now, looking 
over the damages and doing paper- 
work and planning out the recovery 
of the building. Current plans call 
for making the house habitable again 
by Christmas, and a private building 
contractor is already on the job. The 
work crew is now tearing down and 
measuring, as the project proceeds. 

Still, Jim noted, home insurance is 
a three-step process for settlement 


The Wright family home, at 1251 Shawshcen Street 
in Tewksbury, was happy and noisy until fire struck 


of the claim. One claim is made for 
the house and its repairs, which he 
said was being put at $100,000. 

The second part of the claim was 
for the house contents, but only the 
tangible items can be replaced, Jim 
noted. Intangibles such as the hours 
of Jim's carpentry that went into 
every room in the house, and all the 
memories of life in a happy home, 
can never be replaced. 

Finally, home insurance. covers 
living expenses while the restoration 
is being done. A house trailer was 
brought onto the site, where Jim and 
his family will live for the next few 
months, 

Jim Wright and his family had one 
more bit of good luck. Jim kept his 
mobile home in the driveway, so at 
least they had somewhere to sleep 
the night of the fire. Most victims 
end up in a local hotel for the night, 
but the Wright family got to stay in 
more familiar surroundings. There 
were clothes in the mobile home, 
and some food and kitchen utensils, 
so they were fortunate to get away 
with more than just the clothes on 
their backs. Most victims are not so 


on August 22. 


After the building was boarded up, 
the night of the fire was spent in the 
camper, but there was no peace. 

"You close your eyes and you can 
see the whole thing, over and over 
again,” said Janine. "We didn't get f 
any sleep at all." Small wonder. The 
stench of the fire filled the camper, 
drifting in with the breeze, or being 
tracked in on ash-blackened shoes. 

Another bright spot in the ordeal 
was the generosity of his neighbors, 
Jim said, "It actually restores your 
faith in people,” he said. 

Neighbors brought over tools and 
food and children's clothes, and the 
offers exceeded their needs. "They 
were terrific," Jim said about his 
neighbors. "Absolutely terrific." 

For now, and for months to come, 
Jim Wright and his family will stare 
at an empty house, remembering the 
good times before the fire. The Fire 
will always be remembered, long 
after the smell is washed away and 
the damages repaired. 

The Fire, in some ways, will never 
be fully extinguished. The memory 
will linger all the days of their lives, 


Restoration efforts are underway, and 
the house might be habitable again by Christmas.

The shed had been 
built, of Chelmsford or Tyngsboro 
granite back about 1880, to hold 
the two caskets which were made 
for the two persons in her family. 

Her husband, "Dr." Hiller,had 
constructed what is now the 
Masonic Hall for his enterprise. In 
1900 it was being used as a 
“cranberry house," to take the 
produce of Mrs. Hiller's cranberry 
bog. 
The Wilmington Lodge of 
Masons purchased the “cranberry 
house" about 1904.

Jaquith farm occupied 176 acres.

The dwelling place of Arthur T. 
Bond, at the head of Middlesex 
Avenue was valued at $4,000. He 
sold it to Phillip Buzzell and 


Doucette. 

Warren Eames lived on 
Middlesex Avenue, next door to 
the then town hall, and across from 
the Church, one of _ 
many members of the Eames 
family in this town.

Tony Galinis, 7 Edgar Avenue, 
Tewksbury, Mass has been 
nominated to receive a special 
medal, to commemorate his service 
in Iran, during ‘World War II. 
Tony was transporting food, guns 
and ammunition to the Russian 
Army. Mr. Galinis served in Iran 
from May 22, 1943 to July 25, 
1945. The Commemorative Medal 
is being made available to 
American veterans who served in 
Iran bringing supplies to Russia. 

Eligible for the award by the 
Russian Government are veterans 
of the U.S. Arrny, Navy, Corps of 
Engineers, and veterans of the 
Merchant Marine who participated 
in the wartime operations in Iran 
to supply Russia. 

Mr. Galinis served in the 
operation of trucking supplies 
from Khorramshar, a port on the 
river Shatt al Arab to the frontier 


of Russia. The distance involved 
was well over 1,000 miles, across ! 
desert, and over the mountains of 
Iran to the Russian frontier.

By a coincidence the publisher of i 
the Town Crier happened to have 
served in the same effort, while in ff 
command of the U.S. Liberty Ship 
Daniel Boone.

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S.W. remembered before first game

On a warm Friday night in 
Lawrence Stadium, 38 young men 
stood together in Wilmington blue, 
holding skyward football helmets 
memorialized with the initials 
“S.W." It was a chilling moment of 
silence tribute to teammate and 
friend Shane Warford, the 
Wilmington High School sopho- 
more football player killed in a car 
accident Labor Day Weckend. 
Then they had to play a game. 

That the Wildcat's first game of 
the 1994 season happened to be 
away, against a powerhouse, 
number one preseason-ranked, 
defending Merrimack Valley 
Conference champion Central 
Catholic team dressing more than 
twice as many players as their 
Wilmington opponents and coming 
off a stinging 10-7 opening week 
defeat at Billerica was, phew, to be 
expected. WHS plays nearly all 
their games against bigger, deeper, 
more talented football squads. The 
result here? 42-0. 

But the positives, please. 

Senior halfback-safety Jay 
Iannachino played a monster of a 
game on offense, defense and 
special teams; junior Tim Devlin 
made several solo stops in the 
secondary (where Central running 
backs found themselves all night 
long) from his cornerback position; 
and sophomore quarter- back Bill 
Harrison showed flashes of 
brilliance as a kick returner and 
option play signal-caller in his very 
first varsity football game in that 
capacity, 

"I thought Billy played well in his 
first start," second-year coach 
Gerry Sullivan said. 

Not that being a rookie was any 
great distinction if you happened to 
be a Wildcat football player. 
Sullivan's squad returned only three 
starters - Co-captains, Steve O'Neill 
and Jack Warford-as well as Phil 
Ritucci - and were left with two on 
the field after Warford suffered a 
shoulder injury in the first half. 

The inexperience showed. 
Wilmington's first play from 
scrimmage was halted for illegal 
procedure. Four plays later Central 
had the ball and after four more and 
48-yards, it was 7-0. 

But Harrison took the ensuing 
kick-off 40-yards through a huge 
hole up the middle of the field to the 
WHS 45 before leading his troops to 
three-and-out and a loss of 1. 

How bad was it? 

Central would score touchdowns 
on every one of its next five 
possessions, while Wilmington 
would make it only as far as 
Central's 17-yard line. 

But successive series from 
opposite sides of the ball for the 
‘Cats showed a squad with some 
promise. 

Late in the first quarter, trailing 
14-0, Wilmington's defense asserted 
itself. 

On first-and-ten from his own 47, 
stand-out Central quarterback Matt 


Cassano was greeted with a 15-yard 
loss courtesy of a Rich Gillis sack.

From there, Devlin forced a Central 
sweep wide for a 3-yard gain, 
brought back by an illegal block 
penalty. On second-and-thirty 
Cassano threw an incomplete pass, 
but on third down he connected with 
junior receiver Steve Sierpina for a 
69-yard touchdown, Demoralizing. 
But not a team to hang their heads, 
the out-manned Wildcats took the 
ensuing kickoff and marched 
67-yards before turning the ball 
over on downs at the Central 18. 
The drive was kept alive by three 
first downs, including a 36-yard 


option keeper into Central territory 
by Harrison. Iannachino took the 
next play 7-yards on the ground 
before O'Neill broke one for 10 and 
another first down. 

But then Harrison kept the ball on 
the option right into 6'3" and 225 
pounds of Central defensive tackle 
Ned Finneran. Jannachino took an 
option pitch 5-yards on third down, 
but Harrison was stuffed again on 
fourth, 

"I saw some positives and 
hopefully we'll improve upon 
those," Sullivan stated, 

Hopefully. It doesn't get any 
easier this Friday when the Wildcats 
travel to Chelmsford.

Two midwives 


They deliver more than babies

Karyl and Deb - call them by 
their first names, please - are as 
far a cry from backwoods 
grannies as their offices at 
Stoneham’s New England 
Memorial Hospital are from log 
cabins and covered wagons. 

Longtime Melrose resident 
Karyl Cargill and new arrival 
Debra Scheiler of Woburn are 
exactly what they appear to be - 
thoroughly modern midwives. 
Their practice, North Suburban 
Women’s Health, was estab- 
lished - at the invitation of the 
chief of staff - at New England 
Memorial four years ago, the 
first autonomous nurse-mid- 
wifery practice in the area. 

“Our motto,” says Cargill, “is 
‘midwifery services for today’s 
woman.’” 

“We offer comprehensive 
care,” says Scheiler. “A lot of 
patients walk out of here and 
say, ‘Wow! I can’t believe what 
she did. I’ve never gotten that 
kind of care from anyone.” 


Their patients travel to the 
hospital from every surrounding 
town and as far away as Long 
Island or Maryland. They range 
in age from 15 to 92. 

Certified nurse-midwives are 
educated in both nursing and 
midwifery (mid-wiff-ery). They 
care for women not only during 
normal pregiiancy, labor and 
childbirth but throughout the 
life cycle. According to Cargill, 
nurse-midwives are allowed to 
practice in every state, and 
insurance coverage is part of 
their package. 

Cargill and Scheiler’s story - 
like that of any pioneers - is one 
of conception and misconcep- 
tion. 

It’s not just the friendship 
thing: respect for each other 
and their patients born of per- 
sonal experiences in work and 
family settings. They finish each 
other’s sentences and know 
their patients’ names. It’s not 
just the female thing: empower- 
ment and choice serenely served 
up with afternoon tea in their 


warm, cheerful New England 
Memorial suite. 

As official “certified nurse- 
midwives” in a brave new world, 
they thrive on kickbacks and 
special deliveries: those triplets 
they’re expecting any minute, 
for example, are kicking up a 
storm; and this partnership 
delivers: almost 1,500 babies so 
far, most of whom originated in 
Malden, Melrose, Stoneham, and 
the greater Middlesex East area 
- and the oldest of whom will 
soon be 12. 

Three bulletin boards covered 
with baby photos beckon 
prospective patients into an 
office overseen by Sue Delano of 
North Reading - everyone’s 
dream of a welcoming, compe- 
tent office manager. The photos 
represent only two-thirds of the 
287 infants Cargill has delivered 
since opening “her” practice 
there in 1990. Before then, she 
was affiliated with a physician 
at Malden Hospital. 


Her goal is to dispel the mis- 
conceptions which surround 
midwifery. 

“The number one misconcep- 
tion is that we deliver only at 
home,” she says. 

Actually, they deliver exclu- 
sively at New England 
Memorial Hospital. A “very 
competent” group of physicians 
covers their practice 24 hours a 
day.

“The second misconception is 
we only deliver babies.” 

They offer a full range of ser- 
vices from physical exams to 
pre-pregnancy, delivery and post 
partum care; health and nutri- 
tional counseling; family plan- 
ning; breast exams; Pap tests; 
and treatment for infections. 

“Number three is that we 
have an unkempt appearance.” 

That’s why you’ll see their 
photographs in every ad. 

“Another misconception is 
that we don’t provide pain relief, 
that we sit there and give them 
wet towels and a bullet to bite,” 
says Cargill. “That’s not the 
case at all, We offer all the pain 
medication relief a physician 
would. We just don’t use it as a 
first line of dealing with pain.” 

They stay with their patients 
through labor, delivery and even 
after, to facilitate breast-feeding 
and family bonding. Their C-sec- 
tion rate ranges between six and 
nine percent compared to a 
national average of 20 to 25 per- 
cent. They do patient follow-up 
visits after two weeks as well as 
after the standard six weeks. 
They write prescriptions - and 
even make phone calls. 

While statistics from a 
National Ambulatory Medical 


Care Survey show that 32 per- 
cent of patients visiting physi-

As a result, you may pay 

higher social security taxes this year. 

The 6.2% social security portion of FICA tax will apply to $60,600 
of wages (compared to $57,600 last year.) The 1993 Tax Act removed 
the maximum wage limit for the Medicare tax, so the 1.45% 
Medicare portion of the tax will now be assessed on all wages. In 
1993, the wage base for the Medicare tax was $135,000. 

The self-employment tax for self-employed individuals remains 
at 12.4% for the social security portion and 2.9% for the Medicare 
portion. The wage bases to which these rates apply increase to the 
same amounts as the wage bases for employees given above. Self- 
employed individuals get a tax deduction for 50% of the self- 
employment tax they pay. 

Social security benefits paid in 1994 won’t be affected until earn: 
ings for the year exceed $8,040 for those under age 65, and $11,160 
for those age 65 to 69. There is no earnings limit fee for those 70 
years or older, 

Due to a technical error in the 1993 Tax Act, the thresholds af- 
fecting the tax exemption for college bond interest actually decrease 
rather than increase in 1994. The amount of income at which tax- 
Payers begin to lose the tax-free exemption for college bonds is 
$61,850 for marrieds and $41,200 for singles. 

* The excise tax on luxury automobiles will apply to vehicles with 
a price tag of $32,000 or more for 1994. 

* The mileage allowance for business travel in 1994 increases to 29 
cents a mile.

“the ripple effect.” You know, if 
you change something in the 
past, no matter how minute, the 
future will be somehow 
impaired. “Timecop” isn’t exact- 
ly an intellectual exercise, but it 
makes good use of the genre, 
even if the fight scenes are more 
smoothly choreographed than 
the plot. 

Actually, it is rather surpris- 
ing that the story isn’t presented 
with a clearer narrative, as 
there are several occasions 
throughout the film when you 
can spot an easy way out of a 
sticky situation for time trav- 
eller Jean-Clause Van Damme. 
Unfortunately, writer Mark 
Verheiden and experienced sci fi 
director Peter Hyams 
(“Outland,” “2001”) both turned 
a blind eye. 

The story begins in the pre- 
sent, when policeman Van 
Damme and his lovely wife (Mia 
Sara) are renovating their house 
and happily planning their 
future. Time travel has just been 
invented, and the government 
has set up a police force to 
make sure no one pops back into 
the past, thus creating those 
darned ripple effects. 


The story then flashes ahead 
by 10 years, Van Damme is a 
timecop and his beloved wife 
has been murdered, Also, some- 
one is skipping back in time to 
cash in or real estate booms 
before they happen and invest in 
successful companies in their 
early days. There is also a con- 
nection, obvious to everyone but 
Van Damme, between his wife's 
murder and the time tripping 
bad guys. 

With the exception of lags in 
the story when you just want to 
scream at Van Damme'’s charac- 
ter for being so dense, this futur- 
istic action piece is easy to sink 
into. Not memorable, but amus- 
“ing. Van Damme'’s fight scenes 
are better than ever; he’s devel- 
oped a couple of moves that 
may stick with you longer than 
this flick.

The movie also looks great, 
as director Hyams seemed to 
have paid more attention to the 
visuals than the plot. Though 
only set 10 years in the future, 
we talk to our machines and 
plop into cars so functional they 
drive themselves. 

Another plus is Ron Silver as 
a corrupt senator who balances 
his performance with humor. 
Magnetic and_ intelligent, 
Silver’s performance is every- 
thing Van Damme’s isn’t. The 
best thing that can be said about 
“the muscles from Brussels” is 
that there is a marked improve- 
ment between his current per- 
formance and his stilted postur- 
ing in the past. He still has 
room for growth.

Trial by Jury is like so much 
cinematic junk food: Heavy- 
handed, more than a little bloat- 
ed, but easy to digest. Joanne 
Whalley-Kilmer is the civic- 
minded, naive divorcee who is 
chosen by crime lord Armand 
Assante to “fix” the verdict in 
his trial. Gabriel Byrne is the 
Federal Attorney who isn’t 
above bending a few rules to 
ensure Assante|s conviction. 
There is a decent psychological 
undercurrent and a stupendous 
performance by William Hurt as 
a gangster gofer, but you'll still 
have to chuck this into the guilty 
pleasure category.
